Peoce talks ore in

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon says the secret 
Vietnam negotiations "are in « 
eensiUve state" and he will not 
forecast whether or when there 
will be a peace agreement. 


"I cannot predict and will not 


predict that they (the peace 
talks) will or will not succeed," 
Nixon said Thursday when 
asked about prospects for a set- 
tlement before election day, 
Nov. 7. 


"I cannot and will not predict 


when they will aucceed." 


Nixon's news-conference re- 


marks, combined with reports 
from Paris and Saigon, gave 
little indication of any current 
breakthrough In the lengthening 
behind-the-ecenes discussions 
on ending the Indochina war. 


North Vietnam's Xuan Thuy, 


who met with presidential ad- 
viser Henry A. Kissinger last 
week, said in Paris that me two 
aides still "are far apart on 
military and political eees- 
tions." 


From Saigon, following a 


meeting between 
President 


Nguyen Van Thieu and U.8. 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker, 
It was reported that there had 
been no agreement thus far to 
any of the communist propos- 
als. 


In saying "the negotiations 


are in a sensitive stage," Nixon 
used language similar to that 
employed by the White House 
In mid-August after an earlier 
Kissinger trip.

It Is understood he told the

Rather, Rogers is said to

Earlier, Rogers told protest- 


ing Arab and African leaders 
the American position did not 
lump violence by socalled na- 
tional liberation movements un- 
der the label of terrorism. 


This change was said to be 


part of a redefining of the 
American drive to get a U.N. 
agreement imposing sanctions 
against countries not punishing 
terrorists. 


Whatever the reason, the new 


American position is in marked 
contrast to the public American 


stand immediately after Mun- 
ich.Then the United States cast a 
rare veto of a U.N. Security 
Council resolution because it 
did not directly link the Arab 
guerrilla attack on the Israeli 
Olympic team retaliatory raids 
by Israel against Lebanon and 
Syria. Eleven members of the 
Israeli Olympic squad were 
killed in the commando attack 
Sept. 5. 


The word "terrorism" was 


used frequently and on the 
record by U.S. officials in de- 
scribing the Munich raid and 
there was no effort to avoid 
unking the attitudes of some 
Mideast states toward the Pale- 
stinian guerrillas as a main 
factor in the violence. 


The conciliatory speech by 


Rogers to the Africans came 
two hours after he met with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mo- 
hammed Hassan el Zayyat in 
an unusually friendly session 
that did not mention terrorism. 


SAIGON (AP) - Fighting 


erupted along Highway 13 
today, blocking traffic less than 
20 miles north of Saigon while 
B52 bombers launched their 
heaviest raids in the Saigon 
area since the 1900 Communist 
Tet offensive. 


A Saigon command spoKes- 


man, Lt. Col. Le Trung Men, 
said the highway had not been 
cut, but traffic was suspended 
all day due to the fighting. He 
said the action occurred be- 
tween the provincial capital of 
Phu Cuong, 13 mites north of 
Saigon and the district town of 
Ben Cat, 20 miles north of the 
capital. 


Hien said 19 enemy were 


killed and three prisoners cap- 
tured in one clash while one 
government 
soldier 
was 


wounded. Results were in- 
conclusive In two other fights, 
he added. 


Sources said they would not 


characterise the fighting as a 
push on Saigon, but rather an 
attempt to cut the highway. 


The B92 raids were ordered 


by the U.S. commander, Gen. 
Frederick C. Weyand, who is 
reported to believe the Commu- 
nists plan a wave of attacks in 
the Saigon region aimed at dis- 
crediting President Nixon be- 
fore the Nov. 7 election. 


"If he — the enemy — makes 


a play for the election, this is 
where he is going to make it," 
said one source discussing the 
Saigon region. "That's why the 
B52 raids have been stepped 
up, on orders from Weyand." 


More than 40 of the B52s 


dropped 1,000 tons of explosives 
on enemy base camps, muni- 
tions stockpiles and infiltration 
routes. The blasts produced the 
effect of a minor earthquake in 
Saigon, rattling windows and 
knocking objects off walls. 


Most of the raids were con- 


centrated along the Saigon Riv- 
er corridor, a key Infiltration 
route used during the ItOl Tet 
offensive, and were directed at 
re-established base camps fai 
the Hobo Woods and Iron 
Triangle, » to 40 miles north 
and northwest of the capital. 


The Hobo Woods and Iron 


Triangle were cleared out tai 
the late 1900s by American 
troops who fought some of the 
bloodiest battles of the war 
there. 


Sources say It is unlikely that 


the enemy can mount any euV 
stantial infantry assault against 
Saigon itself, but they are pre- 
pared for rocket, sapper and 
terror attacks in the capital. 


In the air war, U.S. fighter- 


bombers, including the Fill 
swing-wing Jets, carried out 
more than 300 strikes Thursday 
across North Vietnam, the U.S. 
command said. 


An F4 Phantom escort shot 


down a Soviet-built MIG21 
about 50 miles northeast of Hai- 
phong, the Air Force said. 


The Command announced 


that a Phantom returning from 
a mission over North Vietnam 
crashed in Laos this morning. 
The two crewmen balled out 
and were rescued. One suffered 
a broken arm, a spokesman 
said. 


in Cambodia, government 


reinforcements sent up High- 
way 5 to aid embattled soldiers 
at the provincial capital of 
Kampong Chhnang were cut off 
today when Communist troops 
blew up three bridges behind 
them, according to reports 
reaching Phnom Penh. 


Sources said a column of un- 


determined sise from Phnom 
Penh never reached Its objec- 
tive but was isolated along a 
five-mile stretch of road 38 
miles northwest of the Cam- 
bodian capital.

Al- 
though then an as many 
recipes for this filling soup 
as than an Italian cooks, it 
traditionally contains I e g - 
umes anch as white kidney 
beam and chick peas or gar- 
bantos. Thus it has a solid 
amount of protein, enough to 
sustain a dieter. Every good 
minestrone also Includes 
fresh vegetables for aroma 
and a Htm meat. This » s 
good soup to make in large 
quantities and thus get the 
full flavor of all Ingredients. 


Since it freates well, make 
a large batch and store in 
quart-site containers in the 
home freeser. Por best eat- 
ing results cook vegetables 
briefly befon freeiing and 
add briefly cooked macaroni 
when the soup is nheated 
for serving. Label and date 
containers. Thaw a container 
of froten soup in the refrig- 
erator the night before if 
you know you want it the 
next day. It will thaw within 
on? half to one hour when 
the container Is placed in s 
pan of hot water. Reheat 
slowly since rapid heating 
tends to overcook some 01 
the vegetables. 


Homemade soups are 
something special and many 
can be froten successfully. 
Puned soups may sepante 
a bit upon thawing. Beat 
quickly or put them in a 
blender to overcome thto. 
Another excellent trick is to 
make a rich, concentrated 
chicken or beef soup stock, 
pour it into ice cube trays 
and freese. Transfer "stock" 
cubes to a plastic bag, label 
and keep In freeser and use 
cubes as needed for soups, 
stews and casseroles.

ingly, absolutely unable to 
do anything to help. 


Where can you turn? 
The traditional advice has 


been that you try to per- 


, suade the alcoholic to visit 


his doctor, his clergyman or 
Alcoholics Anonymous and 
generally use tender loving 
care no matter what. But a 
new book, "The Alcoholic in 
Your Life," suggests an 
alternative place to turn to: 
in the general direction of 
the door. 


"When it is apparent no 


amount of aid is going to 
turn the tide," writes Jo 
Coudert, "must a strong life 
be sacrificed to prolong an 
enfeebled one? I think not. I 
think a choice must be made 
and that it must be to save 
the healthiest. Anything else 
is waste compounded." 


Miss Coudert, a writer- 


editor who specializes in psy- 
chology and is managing 
editor of the International 
Journal of Group Psycho- 
therapy, is a small, melan- 
choly woman who speaks 
from unhappy experience. 
Her mother became an alco- 
holic when Miss Coudert, an 
only child, was in her mid- 
teens. Miss Coudert's father 
left them and she took care 
of her mother for about 10 
years, nursing, coaxing, 
pleading, scolding. All futil- 
ity. 


"I remember being en- 


vious of the other girls at 
school," she says wistfully. 
"They had mothers who 
acted like mothers, while I 
had a mother who was more 
like my child." 


When she was 25, Miss 


Coudert gave up 
1 trying to *?Ta 


help her mother and moved 
away. They 
never lived 
together again, though her 
mother lived 20 more years. 


And she says she does not 
regret her action: 


"I would not even have 


done it differently if the 
outcome had been 20 days in- 
stead of 20 years because 
her life was no pleasure to 
her and brought no pleasure 
to other people, and I cannot 
believe that an earlier death 
was something to be pre- 
vented at all costs." 


Miss Coudert has since 


found herself in the role of 
"coalcoholic" — her term 
for someone close to an alco- 
holic but not an alcoholic 
himself—because of the ad- 
diction of two close friends. 
(There are according to the 
National Council on Alco- 
holism, about nine million 
A m e r i c a n alcoholics, but 
Miss Coudert admits, with- 
out being able to explain it, 
that she seems to have had 
more than her share of con- 
tact with alcoholics.) And 
she has emerged with the 
conviction that the coalco- 
holics have to be realistic 
about their situation. 


"You 
have to know what 


you can do about it and what 
you can't." she says. "You 
have to know just how much 
you can take. And you have 
to recognize that alcoholism 
is a stubborn, intractable 
condition." 


Her views are not revolu- 


tionary. She is not the only 


alcoholic who has given up 
and left an alcoholic to fend 
for himself. But Miss Cou- 
dert is unusually frank about 
the necessity for considering 
the possibility that an alco- 
holic may be untreatable 


The National Council on 


AI c o h o I i s ID'S recommen- 
dations for alcoholics talk 
about learning the facts on 
alcoholism, 
searching 
out 


treatment facilities and con- 
vincing the alcoholic to con- 
sult his doctor. There is no 
mention of measures of last 
resort. 


An AA pamphlet on "The 


Alcoholic Husband," says, 
"You may have a husband of 
whom you despair complete- 
ly. He is violent, or appears 
definitely i n s a n e , when 
drunk. Doctors may shake 
their heady imd advise to 
nave him committed. In 
many ways this man may 
seem 
to be a 'hopeless' 


drunkard — but A.A. ex- 
perience has shown that very 
tew drinker', however far 


down the ladder of alcohol- 
ism they may be. are 'hope- 
less.' " 


Mias Coudert, who grimly 


contends it is best to ac- 
centuate the negative, says: 
"If the coalcoholic is not to 
abandon herself to apathy 
and defeat, or alternatively, 
if she is not to., abandon the 
alcoholic, perhaps it is hope 
that she must give up. 


"If 
she 
finds 
herself 


w h i s p e r i n g , 'Maybe this 
time . . .,' she must squash 
the treacherous phrase and 
replace it with the stern, 'No, 
No, not this time. Not ever. 
He is an alcoholic. He will 
drink again.' 


"When one can say to the 


drinker, 'From now on, it is 
your choice whether to drink 
or not. I cannot stop you and 
I shall no longer try,' it is 
not a sentence but a parole. 
In freeing the alcoholic, one 
frees oneself to become a 
person in one's own right."

Miss Coudert's pessimism 


and Freudian theories on the 
origins of alcoholism—which 
she says arises from over- 
coddling m o t h e r s — run 
counter 
to the dominant 


medical view of alcoholism, 
that it is an illness, possibly 
one that can be treated by 
chemical means. But she in- 
sists that hers is a practical 
philosophy, not an inhuman 
one. 


"One person can provide 


for another the climate for 
change, 
the 
courage 
to 


change and the incentive to 
change," she says. But when 
change still doesn't come, 
she argues, the coalcoholic 
must accept the alcoholic's 
drinking and make the best 
of it or leave. 


"It's 
a terribly human 


thing to try to do it, but you 
just can't 
save someone 


else," she says. "People save 
themselves or they're not 
saved."

Newsman's wife 
defends spouse 


BKLLKVILLE, N.J. (AP) — 


The wife of Peter Bridge, the 
newspaper reporter jailed for 
refusing to testify before a 
grand jury probe, says no one 
would talk to her husband if he 
revealed his sources. 


Anne Bridge said it would be 


just as though she were to re- 
veal the secret of a neighbor — 
"She will never talk to me 
again." 


Mrs. 
Bridge's husband, Pe- 


ter, 36, went to jail Wednesday 
for refusing to reveal new con- 
fidences to a grand jur>. 


"If Peter reveals his sources 


nobody will talk to him. Or give 
him a scoop. I sure am proud 
of him," she said Thursday. "I 
don't want him to change his 
mind He really believes in his 


case: I'm sure he's right. We'll 
pull through somehow." 


Bridge is the first journalist 


to go to prison for contempt 
since the U. S. Supreme Court 
ruled June 29 that newsmen 
may not withhold confidential 
information from grand juries. 


Five months ago he wrote an 


article for his paper, the Eve- 
ning News of Newark which 
has since gone out of business, 
in which he quoted a member 
of Newark's Housing Authority 
as saying she was offered a 
$10,000 bribe to influence her 
vote for the authority's new ex- 
ecutive director. 


On July 7, Bridge was found 


guilty of civil contempt for re- 
fusing to answer five of about 
00 questions posed by an Essex

"The 
judge in this case has 


in effect told reporter Peter 
Bridge that he must answer 
questions or rot in jail.' It is en- 
tirely conceivable that Bridge 
could be held in jail for many 
months on the contempt of 
court citation issued by Superi- 
or Court Judge H. Curtis Mean- 
or. 


•'The grand jury is on a 


standby basis with an Oct. 30 
termination date. That date 
could be extended for many 
more months; it has already 
been extended twice. 


••The Bridge case represents 


precisely the danger of govern- 
mental harassment to the 
media that newsmen warned 
about following the June U.S. 
Supreme Court decision that 
held that the First Amendment 
does not prohibit grand juries

Bridge has been without a job 


since the News went out of 
business Aug. 31. 


"Peter says when he gets out 


of jail he'll find a job even if he 
has to drive a truck. But I 
don't think he'll be happy at 
that." 


Bridge was sentenced one 


day after the U.S. Supreme 
Court turned down, 0 to 1, an 
appeal in which he argued that 
he should not be required to 
testify beyond the scope of the 
information in his story. 


The bribery charge was nev-

Business mirror

NEW YORK (AP) - Only 


one in eight of this country's 
self-employed have undertaken 
pension programs under the 
Keogh Act, which permits them 
to set aside in a tax shelter as 
much as 10 per cent of income 
up to a maximum of $2,500 a 
year. 


The situation is causing con- 


cern in the life insurance in- 
dustry, the major provider of 
retirement plans for the self- 
employed, which finds itself un- 
able to stimulate enthusiasm 
for the Keogh provisions. 


Underlying their concern is 


the fear that a gap in any kind 
of private insurance coverage 
— life, health, casualty or re- 
tirement — tends to be filled 
by, or to at least draw the criti- 
cal interest of, the federal gov- 
ernment. 


James At t wood, chairman of 


the industry's Task Force on 
Pension Legislation, estimates 
that only 20 per cent of self-em- 
ployed professionals and prob- 
ably 5 to 8 per cent of ti'uipro- 
fessionals have coverage. 


"On* problem with self-em- 


ployed plans," Attwood said in 
an interview, "is that young 
men won't contribute twause 
they are too concerned with 
rents and cash demands, and 
older workers cannot afford the 
expense." 


But this is only one of many 


difficulties. There are market- 
ing challenges to be overcome. 
And there are problems with 
the Keogh Act itself Attwood 
recommends changes. 


The challenge of marketing is 


to offer retirement plans at a 
low cost to the purchaser. They 
must be mass merchandized. 
much as group health plans. 
even though the buyers are in- 
dividuals rather than members 
of one company. 


The alternative to mass mer- 


chandizing is to sell on a one- 
to-one basis, as life insurance 
policies are sold. That means 
one salesman to one customer, 
with necessarily higher costs. 


The 
marketing 
thrust 


therefore has been through pro- 
fessional groups, such as the 
American Bar Association and 
the American Dental Associ- 
ation. But the response hasn't 
been good. 


Attwood supports an adminis- 


tration bill now in Congress 
that would liberalize Keogh 
provisons. One of the primary 
aims, he said, is to permit a 
maximum of $7,500 a year to be 
set aside rather than the 12,500 
now permitted. 


He feels a better balance 


must be reached between obli- 
gations and benefits. Presently, 
an individual incurs severe tax 
penalties if funds are with- 
drawn before age 56 years, 6 
months. He believes that penal- 
ty is too severe.

Tests measure 
fat in blood

Dear Dr. Lamb-Could you 
please explain the signifi- 
cance of triglycerides in the 
blood and treatment of an 
abnormal amount. 


Dear Reader — There are 


constantly increasing ques- 
tions about triglycerides 
which reflect the Increased 
use of these tests. It is a 
blood test used to find out 
how much fat there is in the 
blood which in turn provides 
information on the likelihood 
of developing fatty deposit* 
in the arteries or athero- 
sclerosis which can cause 
heart attacks, strokes, and 
other medical problems. 


The fat in the blood stream 


Is in the form of fatty acids. 
Three separate fatty acid 
groups combine with glycerol 
to form a salt made of these 
o r g a n i c chemical com- 
pounds. The resulting fatty 
particles, because of the 
three fatty acids and the 
g l y c e r o l . is called a tri- 
glyceride. It is loosely com- 
bined with the cholesterol in 
the blood and blood proteins 
to form a particle called 
lipoproteins. 


Doctors can make a num- 


ber of different measure- 
ments of the lipoproteins in 
an effort to assess a person's 
likelihood of developing heart 
disease or strokes. One of 
these is to measure the 
a m o u n t of triglycerides. 
Other tests go further and 
look at the different types of 
tatty acids that make up th« 
triglycerides. A more com- 
mon test is to measure the 
amount of cholesterol in the 
blood as an index of how 
many tatty particles there 
are. Then some scientists 
measure the whole lipopro- 
tein by very complex mech- 
anisms. There remains much 
discussion about which ones 
ut these tests are the best 


in predicting or identifying 
tatty deposits in the arteries. 


Regardless of which ones of 
these tests are performed, if 
the values are considered to 
be too high, the usual forms 
of treatment are about the 
same. The initial effort is to 
correct any dietary problem 
which includes eating too 
many calories of anything 
and tb* correction of the diet 
problems in relation to eat- 
ing fats, particularly satura- 
ted fats and cholesterol. If 
diet, exercise, and habit pat- 
terns do not produce satis- 
factory results, some doctors 
resort to using medicines. 


Dear Dr. Lamb— I would 
like some information re- 
garding alfalfa (tablet form). 
I have been told that it is 
good for the following ail- 
ments: kidney, bladder, 
bowels tad arthritis, and 
would like your opinion of it. 


Dear Render — If you're 


eating a balanced diet, I 
can't believe that alfalfa tab- 
lets can do anything for you 
except lighten your pocket- 
book. If there is a serious 
question about whether you 
are on a balanced diet or not 
I'd rather see you take a 
regular vitamin tablet on a 
daily basis. 


Alfalfa does contain vita- 


min E, but vitamin E is 
present in so many food- 
stuffs that any reasonably 
normal diet should provide 
a sufficient amount of this 
for anyone. As far as claims 
for alfalfa tablets curing kid- 
ney, bladder, bowel or arth- 
ritis problems, forget it.
